Philadelphia, 

She Rushes Hark »o Rescue Her Loved

By the explosion of a coal oil lamp at 
1,504 Germantown avenue, Philadelphia, 
the building was sot on lire, and Mrs. 
Sarah McIntyre, sixty years old; Mamio 
McIntyre, her ten-year-old daughter, and 
Sarah Logue, seventeen years, woro 
burned to death. The police have ar- 
rested Charles McIntyre, thirty years 
old, son of the dead woman, on suspicion 
of having caused the fire. Partial in- 
vestigation into the cause of the fire by 
the fire marshal is said to show that 
McIntyre came home drunk the night 
before and upset the lamp in his bed- 
room. A few minutes before 3 o’clock 
Wednesday morning a citizen called tho 
attention of an officer to smoko and 
flames which were beginning to pour

It was the 
ojiinion of the doctors that the wounded 
man would probably have survived the 
shot, had he been a well man. There 
were strong svmjitoms of typhoid fever 
The jury returned the following verdict : 
“We, the jury summoned by Coroner 
Miller, find that Toni Walker came to 
his deatli from a com plication of diseases, 
Bnjjerinduced by a gun-shot wound, said 
shot fired by an unknown jierson.”

A WORD OF CAUTION 



Th* fipoBtaoeooi Combustion of Wh«»t 
In the Bundle. 

A correspondent of the Breeder’s Ga- 
zette writes: Several instances of barns 
being consumed by fire originating 
from spontaneous combustion of hay or 
straw in them have been published in 
your paper during tho past year, and I 
now send you notice of another which 
occurred Tuesday evening. July 22, 
1890 . 

Mr. Samuel B. Perry, of Jefferson, Q., 
was hoeing in his garden after his sup- 
per hour whilo it was yot light, and on 
looking up from his work he saw firo 
shining through cracks in his barn. 
Ho went into the barn as soon as pos- 
sible and found the firo to he wholly in 
a mow of wheat in the bundle which 
ho had placed there tho week before. 
There had been no smoking, no lantern 
light nor fire of any nature around bis 
barn for many weeks, nor is them any 
human probability that it was incendi- 
ary work. Mr. Perry informs mo that 
early last week he drew two loads of 
newly-cnt wheat from his field only 
two days from the harvester, and in the 
butts of tho bundles was a heavy growth 
of new timothy seeding of grass. 

lie examined the berries of his wheat 
and concluded it was a little too green 
to go Into the barn. Wo had beautiful 
harvest weather — hot suu every day and 
no storm — so that his grain cured fash 
Two days after putting In his first load 
he put In another load. Being busy with 
his haying tho fourth day be put in an- 
other load and the following Saturday 
ho put in tbe balance, six loads, making 
ten loads o f good heavy wheat, filling 
bis barn from scaffold floor over his 
horse stable clear to the root 

The fire when it first brokoout was in 
that part of the mow where the two 
loads were first put Being on a farm 
and no help present but his wife he 
could not put out the fire or save hU 
barn, lie had £300 insurance on barn 
which cost twice the money; $300 on 
contents, and it was then jammed full 
of wheat and hay; £200 on implements, 
and for that bo lost all his farm tools, 
harness, wagon, and a fine carriage, be- 
cause as soon as he opened the front 
door of the bam to look In tho flames 
spread so rapidly that nothing could be 
done.
